MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  REPORT 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Royston  Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen , 


In  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December  the  31st  1943,  I  wish  to  emphasise  the  fact  that 
after  more  than  four  ..years  of  wartime  conditions  the  health 
of  the  township  is  satisfactory.,  except  that  there  has  been 
a  great  incidence  of  Diphtheria,  There  have  been  26  cases 
during  the  year.  The  figure  is  higher  than  the  past  three 
years  inspite  of  the  fact  a  large  number  of  immunisations 
have  been  performed  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic,  and  amongst 
the  school  children.  From  the  statistics  the  susceptible 
age  is  between  the  age  of  5  and  10  years-,  that  is  in  the 
early  and  middle  school  years,  and  this  suggests  that  it  is 
at  school  that  infection  takes  place* 

Apart  from  this,-  the  health  of  the  juvenile 
population  has  been  very  good.  Probably  the  provisions  of 
milk  and  school  meals  has  helped  in  increasing  the  resistance 
of  child  disease. 

The  vital  statistics  show  there  has  been  an  increase 
in  the  birth  rate  to  20.58  per  1,000  especially  has  there  been 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  male  children  born. 

The  death  rate  is  low  and  the  infantile  mortallity 

rate  low.  There  has  been  no  deaths  amongst  mothers  as  a 

direct  result  of  child  birth.

Tuberculosis  is  not  increasing  in  the  district  the 
number  of  patients-  in  the  register  being  the  same  as  at  the 
begining  of  the  year. 

The  sanitary  services  have  been  efficiently  carried 
out  in  spite  of  many  difficulties,  such  as  shortage  of  labour 
and  difficulty  in  getting  certain  material  as  the  result  of 
war  time  restrictions.

Salvage 


During  the  year  1943,  a  great  effort  was  made  not  only  by 
the  Ministry,  but  by  local  efforts  to  increase  the  salvage  collected 
by  the  small  township  of  Royston. . 

Again  the  Council  had,  under  the  care  and  directions  of  the 
sanitary  inspector  a  local  drive  for  paper  and  books.  The  results 
were  not  as  good  as  last  year  but  it  was  definite  the  whole  district 
had  been  well  cleaned  up. 

The  Councils  target  for  the  Counties  Book  Drive  was  set  as 
requested  two  books  per  head  of  the  population,  this  making  a  target 
of  14,000  books.  The  result  was  very  disappointing  only  3,000 
books  were  collected.  This  I  think  is  very  easily  explained, as 
the  West  Riding  County  Council  has  a  free  library  in  the  district, 
and  this  is  well  patronized,  therefore,  very  little  literature 
is  bought. 

I  oan  assure  the  Council  every  source  has  been  investigated 
to  increase  and  sell  the  salvage  collected*
